Plans for a primary to serve pupils from 1,000-home estate 


NEW SCHOOL 


IS ON ITS WAY 


A NEW primary school 
on a 1,000-home estate 
is hoped to take pressure 
off a village school. 

On Monday, Oxfordshire 
County Council cabinet 
member for education 
Melinda Tilley approved an 
outline for applications for 
those expressing an interest 
in the school at Longford 
Park. 

It will start the process 
from September. 

The controversial housing

development, also known as 
Bankside, off Oxford Road 
to the south of Banbury, was 
approved by Cherwell 
District Council in 2009 
despite concern that it will 
further erode the 'green gap' 
between villages and the 
town. 

Chairwoman of nearby 
Bodicote's parish council 
planning committee Pat 


Conway said she hoped the 
new school would take off 
some of the pressure from 
the village school, Bishop 
Loveday. 

It is planned that the pri¬ 
mary would open in 
September 2016 and would 
teach about 315 children. 
All new schools have to be 
either academies or free 
schools. 

She said: "Bishop Loveday 
is an excellent school and

■ Horton and other hospitals raise revenue 

NHS car parking 
income goes up 


ABOUT £3.5m was paid by patients 
and staff for parking at hospitals 
across Oxfordshire last year. 

New figures reveal that charges at 
Banbury's Horton Hospital, as well 
as Oxford's John Radcliffe Hospital, 
Nuffield Orthopaedic Centre and 
Churchill Hospital, brought in 20 
per cent more in 2013/14 than the 
previous year for Oxford University 
Hospitals NHS Trust. 

The patient, visitor and staff 
income - which came ahead of a 
hike in charges - was up from £2.9m 
in 2012/13 and £3.1m in 2011/12. 

But after costs, the trust recorded 
a £690,000 surplus to re-invest into 
services, down from £918,000 in 
2011/12 and £897,000 in 2012/13. 

A trust spokesman said its surplus 
fell because of a rise in costs-which 
include maintenance of surfaces and 
machines and staff pay. 

She said: "Charges are levied to 
cover the trust's costs in maintaining 
and managing its car parks. 

"If there were no charges or man¬ 
agement, the parking facilities 
would be inundated. There would 
be nothing to stop people using our 
car parks as a park-and-ride service

to the city centre. It enables the trust 
to protect hospital car parks for 
patient and visitor use." 

She said the surplus went back 
into the trust, but could not reveal 
any specific things it had paid for. 

Charges went up in June for the 
first time since 2006, with parking 
for three to four hours rising from £3 
to £5.60. 

Limited free disabled parking is 
available and regular attendees at 
radiotherapy, chemotherapy, renal 
dialysis, transplant and dermatology 
can get free parking. 
Discretionary permits are 
also available. 

The spokesman 
added: "No further 
increases are 

planned at this time." 

Hospital parking is 
free from 8pm to 
8am.

Isaby said: "Taxpayers have already 
paid for the hospital and the car 
park, so hospital parking fees should 
be abolished. 

"If they insist on charging, the 
price of visiting relatives or popping 
in for a check-up shouldn't go up 
because the trust has allowed costs 
to spiral." 

Dermot Roaf, pictured , vice chair¬ 
man of Healthwatch Oxfordshire, 
the official county NHS watchdog, 
said: "One has to remember that the 
reasons for the charges is not to 
make money but to stop people 
parking. 

"If you don't charge enough you 
have total chaos." 

The JR has 1,624 staff spaces 
and 743 for the public, while 
the Horton has 338 for staff 
and 239 for the public. 

Oxfordshire Labour MP 
Andrew Smith said: "I think 
most people regard them as 
an unwelcome but unavoid¬ 
able fact of life. They know the 
hospitals are strapped for cash, 
and that parking elsewhere 
in Oxfordshire is expen¬ 
sive too."

because of that a lot of people from across 
Banbury want to send their children here. 

"There are big problems with traffic 
now in the village and this could alleviate 
some of that pressure." 

Because of a low response to a county 
council consultation about the new 
school, the county council is not restrict¬ 
ing what type of group - for example faith 


organisation or existing providers - could 
run it. 

Ms Conway added: "We have [as a 
council] discussed this many times and 
we don't have a preference for any specif¬ 
ic type of school. 

"When it comes to the detail of the 
school we don't have any particular view 
at all. 

"We are just glad it is being construct¬ 


ed as our village school is very much full 
up." 

A county council report said there were 
25 responses to its consultation, adding 
that because of the low response rate it 
was "not possible" to come to a "mean¬ 
ingful common theme". 

Eight people who responded to the 
consultation wanted the school to be run 
by the local authority, five wanted a secu¬ 


lar school and another five a Church of 
England school, while there were some 
people who wanted the new school to 
provide wraparound care and childcare. 

A further report to decide on the 
provider of the new academy is expected 
to be submitted to Mrs Tilley and the cab¬ 
inet next February. 

It would then be sent to the 
Department for Education for approval.

A FOOTBALL match was held in memory 
of a young man who died of cancer. 

Chipping Norton FC were beaten 5-0 by 
an Oxford United legends team in the 
third annual game on Sunday to remember 
Shaun Weller. 

Mr Weller, who played for Chipping 
Norton, died of liver cancer in May 2012, 
aged 22. 

The match in Walterbush Road, which 
also included a crossbar challenge, penalty 


shoot-out, face painting, tombola and 
raffle, raised £3,000 for the Oxford Cancer 
Research Centre. 

Mr Weller's daughter Tiana-May Weller- 
Clarke, four, let off a balloon at the start of 
the game. 

Former Oxford United players included 
Mike Ford, who was sacked as Oxford City 
manager last summer, Les Phillips, Les 
Robinson and Chris Allen. 

Organiser Lisa Cozier, a friend of Mr 


Weller's family, said: "It was a brilliant day 
with about 500 people turning up, which 
shows how valued he was. 

"All his family were there, including his 
mum, dad, grandparents and fiancee, and 
they were very touched by it." 

Chipping Norton FC secretary Paul 
Watson, who played in the match, said: 
"There was a good crowd and atmosphere. 
Oxford gave us a runaround but it was 
brilliant to play in." 


■ Medic is in line for payout over false allegations 

Surgeon's sacking 
judged 'wrongful' 


A SURGEON is in line for a 
NHS payout after he was sacked 
over false allegations he sexual¬ 
ly harassed two young trainee 
doctors. 

The consultant - who cannot 
be named for legal reasons - 
was dismissed in 2012 after two 
young doctors said he made 
sexual advances and begged 
them to join him at his home 
after work. 

But last week, an employ¬ 
ment tribunal judge ruled the 
accusations were made up and

the doctor was both wrongfully 
and unfairly dismissed by 
Oxford University Hospitals 
NHS Trust. 

Judge Andrew Gumbiti- 
Zimuto, in his ruling, said the 
doctor was fired following a 
botched internal investigation 
by the NHS trust which was only 
"open to evidence which impli¬ 
cated the claimant, but was 
closed to the evidence that 


might exculpate the claimant". 

The consultant told the tribu¬ 
nal in Reading that the allega¬ 
tions were trumped up against 
him as part of a cost-cutting 
drive by NHS managers. 

He is now suing his former 
employers to compensate for his 
loss of earnings. A hearing is set 
to take place in October. 

Judge Gumbiti-Zimuto ruled 
the senior surgeon's "appropri¬ 
ate and genuine" offers to help 
the new doctors - who he invit¬ 
ed for dinner at his flat in 


Banbury - were "misunder¬ 
stood" as sexual advances. 

The judge - who didn't hear 
live evidence from the two 
women doctors - ruled in favour 
of the surgeon's claims that his 
intentions were innocent. 

He said: "I have taken into 
account the claimant's general 
reputation...and the fact that 
there are documented instances 
of the claimant being misunder¬ 
stood when communicating 
what appear to be relatively 
straightforward matters." 
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Parents of suicide victim teenager criticise mental health provision 


'Under-funded services 


failed our son' 


PARENTS of a 14-year-old boy who killed 
himself by jumping off a multi-storey car park 
11 days after being prescribed anti¬ 
depressants, have criticised "under-funded" 
local mental health services. 

Douglas Boomer also said he and his wife 
were not adequately consulted about the risks 
of their son, Tom, being put on Prozac. 

The drug can potentially increase anxiety 
and the risk of self-harm or suicide, 
Oxfordshire Coroner's Court heard. 

In a joint statement, Douglas and Clare 
Boomer said: "The under-funding of mental 
health and youth support budgets means the 
help of many young people in Oxfordshire in 
need is simply not available, or comes too 
late. 

"As a society, we have to look at how to 
help young people such as Tom. 

"They are the future and they deserve all 
the help and support we can give them." 

Tom, of Queens Street, Bloxham, jumped 
from the Bolton Road car park in Banbury at 
around 12.45am on March 31. 

He died from multiple injuries late that 
afternoon after being transferred to Oxford's 
John Radcliffe Hospital.

Oxfordshire coroner Darren Salter said: 
"Overall, it seems Tom jumped from the car 
park, with the intention to take his own life. 

"It does seem there were quite a few 
references to suicide ideation." 

Mr Boomer told the court he and his wife 
were not involved in the decision-making 
process about Tom taking Prozac, which was 
prescribed on March 20. 

The father said it had been "presented as a 
done deal". 

However, child and adolescent psychiatrist 
for Oxford Health, Dr Ann Rowlands, who 
was head of Tom's treatment team, said: "It 
wasn't a done deal." 

She said it was a joint decision by a multi¬ 
disciplinary team at the Child and Adolescent 
Mental Health Service in Banbury that had 
been treating Tom's depression. 

Dr Rowlands added she had discussed "the 
increased risks of self-harm" with his parents. 

She added that medical consensus was that 
Prozac could increase anxiety and the risk of 
self-harm or suicide among young people 


within the first two or three days of use. 

Yet the medical evidence suggested "those 
risks were extremely low". 

To counteract this potential side-effect, she 
initially prescribed half-doses, rising to full 
doses after five to seven days. 

Tom was also "quite upset" at moving 
schools, from The Warriner School in 
Bloxham to Chipping Norton School in 
January 2014. 

The Oxfordshire Coroner's Court heard 
Tom had begun smoking cigarettes and 
cannabis, and drinking alcohol around the 
time he switched schools. 

However, Dr Rowlands said "Tom's mood 
had picked up" as a result of treatment and 
that he was classified as "moderately 
depressed". 

The court heard evidence from a female 
Chipping Norton School friend, who cannot 
be named for legal reasons, that Tom had sent 
her a text message on March 30, the day 
before he jumped to his death, saying: "I am 
constantly contemplating suicide." 

Mr Salter recorded a verdict that Tom 
Boomer took his own life.

Inspectors 
rap hospice 
on records 


A HOSPICE leader said it had moved 
to address inspectors' concerns 
about how patient records were kept. 

Katharine House Hospice chief 
executive Jane Miles spoke after the Care 
Quality Commission said action was 
needed over records. 

It met standards in all five other areas - 
care, cleanliness, medicines, supporting 
staff and monitoring standards. 

The Adderbury hospice provides end-of- 
life residential care as well as day services, 
community nursing and bereavement 
support. 

The CQC report said: "People were not 
protected from the risks of unsafe or 
inappropriate care and treatment because 
accurate and appropriate records were not 
maintained." 

This had a "minor impact" on users, it 
said, as some care records, risk 
assessments and care plans were 
incomplete.

For example, one person was at risk of 
developing pressure ulcers but there was 
no care plan to provide information on 
how to avoid them. 

Yet it praised the "calm and pleasant" 
atmosphere and "warm, friendly and 
polite" nursing staff. One person said: 

"We cannot express how grateful we are." 

In a statement, the chief executive said 
she was "delighted" with patient 
comments. 

She said: "Unfortunately on the day of 
the inspection these high standards of care 
were not reflected in some of the 
documentation. 

"Training was immediately put in place 
for all members of the clinical staff and 
new systems have been introduced to 
quality assure this documentation on an 
ongoing basis."

A YEAR on from the 
Government earmarking 
parts of north Oxfordshire 
for fracking, the debate over 
the controversial form of 
gas and oil extraction still 
hasn't died down. 

Demonstrators recently put 
up a fence around the 
Oxfordshire home of Prime 
Minister and local MP David 
Cameron. 

And Oxfordshire's Green 
Party attempted to put a 
temporary stop to fracking in the 
county - but this failed because 
of civic red tape. 

Local authorities cannot 
block applications to frack 
simply because it is 
controversial or because they 
would like a blanket ban. 

Instead each application must 
be judged on its individual 
merits or faults. 

Oxfordshire County Council's 
Green group had attempted to 
seek the moratorium, a 
temporary ban, on fracking 
while the authority considers its 
position.

Despite the fact that no 
companies have yet come 
forward hoping to frack in 
Oxfordshire, the county council 
has agreed to hold a special 
debate on the subject in a bid to 
decide its stand on the issue. 

County councillor David 
Williams, the leader of the 
Green group, said: "I am 
disappointed that the council's 
legal officers gave us that 
advice. We are trying now with 
our legal team to find out what 
we can do. 

"I am going to try everything 
within the law to see how we 
can stop fracking in 
Oxfordshire. Fracking is a 
dangerous process and it only 
adds another ten years to fossil 
fuel projections. 

"I think this debate is a great 
idea because we have got to 
start this process." 

Last year the Government 
designated a 347 sq mile area 
over the Oxfordshire and

Buckinghamshire boundary for 
fracking. It stretches from 
Kidlington to Milton Keynes and 
Aylesbury to Banbury. 

If the Government gives a 
company a licence to "frack" in 
Oxfordshire, then that company 
has to submit a planning 
application to Oxfordshire 
County Council before 
extraction can actually begin. 

Ian Hudspeth, the leader of 
the county council, said he 
hoped the debate would be 
interesting but said the authority 
was bound to consider any 
proposals for fracking. 

He said: "We cannot put a 
motion forward that says we 


cannot have any fracking in 
Oxfordshire because our 
planning policy has got to be 
based on national planning 
regulations. 

"We have to consider any 
proposals on their merits. There 
are local issues we have to take 
into consideration but each 
each application has to be taken 
on its merits." 

County councillors have 
agreed to debate the issue of 
fracking but the date for this 
debate has not yet been set. 

Fiona Tavner, co-ordinator of 
Oxford Friends of the Earth, 
said: "What we know is that 
there is a shale gas seam from 


Kidlington to Banbury and we 
really need to get a better feel 
for the environmental impact 
and the human impact. 

"I can see that the 
Government is trying to push 
through with this and whilst a 


moratorium would be good to 
give us breathing space, we 
should be looking at alternatives. 

"We believe that the 
Government should be investing 
in looking towards more 
renewable solutions." 



Just what is 
'fracking? 


HYDRAULIC fracturing, better known 
as fracking, is a controversial way of 
recovering gas and oil from shale 
rock. 

It involves drilling into the earth 
before a high pressure water and 
chemical mixture is pumped down. 
This force causes cracks in the rock

to open and release reserves of gas 
or oil. 

The process normally involves 
drilling horizontally into the rock. 

Fracking has been used extensively 
in the USA where it began in 1949 but 
in the UK the process has been used 
in the North Sea since the 1970s. 

One of the main concerns stems 
from the chemicals which have to be 
pumped into the ground to release 
the gas or oil. 

There is a worry that these 
potentially carcinogenic chemicals 
could contaminate groundwater, 
raising the prospect of them making 
their way into drinking water. 

Some people are also concerned 
that the practice can cause earth 
tremors.

NHS bosses urge people to consider signing up to transplant register 


Seven die due to a lack 


of transplant donors 


SEVEN county people 
died in the last year 
because of a shortage 
of organ donations, 
Oxfordshire health 
bosses have revealed. 

The figure was 
released to encourage 
more to Join the NHS 
Blood and Transplant 
register and discuss 
wishes with their family. 

Latest figures show 66 
county people are 
waiting for a transplant, 
with most, 54, in need 
of a kidney. 

Others are those 
waiting for pancreas, 
heart, lung, liver and 
small bowel transplants. 

Donor recipient and 
father-of-two Barnaby 
Kemp, 41, urged people 
to Join the organ donor 
register. 

He got a kidney from 
father Tim, 76, in 2001 
and one from his 45-

year-old sister, Victoria 
Hellon, in April after his 
body rejected the first 
organ. 

The coffee firm boss, 
diagnosed with kidney 
disorder focal segmental 
glomerulosclerosis in 
1999, said of the seven 
deaths: "Unfortunately, it 
is not a surprise. 

"You are going on 
dialysis with 

considerable illness. Your 
prognosis is poor at best 
but I also know people 
with dialysis can go on 
for ten, 15 years." 

He said: "The people 
who have donated - and 
recipients - say it is an 
incredible experience. 

"My sister was hugely 
moved."

In 2009/10 and 2011 to 
2013 less than five died 
with seven in 2010/11. 

Further details about 
the people who died 
were not available due 
to patient confidentiality. 

Last year, 33 
Oxfordshire residents 
received transplants, 
compared to 25 in 
2009/10 and 26, 25 and 
32 in subsequent years. 

Latest figures show 
there are 268,1 64 
people on the register in 
Oxfordshire, which has a 
population of about 
635,500. 

During National 
Transplant Week families 
were encouraged to talk 
to relatives about 
whether they wished to 
donate when they die. 

Three UK people die a 
day because of a lack of 
donors, NHS Blood and 
Transplant said, but four 
in ten families do not 
give permission after 
death. 

Sally Johnson, director 
of organ donation and 
transplantation for NHS 
Blood and Transplant, 
said: "We know that 
families are much less 
likely to allow organ 
donation to go ahead if 
they don't know it's what 
their loved one wanted." 

People can become a 
donor when registering 
for a driving licence and 
European Health 
Insurance card or at their 
GP surgery.

For two decades, the Californian 
film-maker has been elevating 
wanton destruction to a 
blockbusting art form. 

In Armageddon, he pitted Bruce 
Willis and Ben Affleck against a 
gigantic asteroid on a collision 
course with earth and orchestrated 
destruction to the sonic booms of 
Aerosmith's / Don't Want To Miss A 
Thing. 

The Japanese attack on Pearl 
El arbor provided Bay with a 
turbulent backdrop to his 2001 war 
opus. 

Since 2007, he has been 
ensconced in the Transformers fold, 
bringing bombast to live-action 
adventures of the bestselling Hasbro 
toys. 

This fourth instalment is crammed 
with Bay's usual visual excesses and 
motifs, including gleaming cars and 
a pouting female protagonist in 
hilariously short denim shorts. 

Five years have passed since the 
Battle Of Chicago, which provided 
the pyrotechnic-laden climax to 
Transformers: Dark Of The Moon. 

The alliance between humans 
and robots lies in tatters and an 
elite CIA unit named Cemetery 


Wind under the control of Harold 
Attinger (Kelsey Grammer) hunts 
Transformers without mercy. 

On a family ranch, struggling 
inventor Cade Yeager (Mark 
Wahlberg) discovers that a rusty 
truck he has Just purchased is 
battle-scarred Optimus Prime 
(voiced by Peter Cullen). 

Agents from Cemetery Wind 
descend on the homestead and 
Optimus protects Cade, his 
daughter Tessa (Nicola Peltz), her 
secret boyfriend Shane (Jack 
Reynor) and Cade's mechanic 
sidekick Lucas (TJ Miller) in the 
ensuing gun fight. 

The humans Join forces with 
Optimus to reunite the Autobots - 
Bumblebee, Crosshairs (John 
DiMaggio), Drift (Ken Watanabe) 
and Hound John Goodman) - 
and the rebellion plots a swift 
response to inventor Joshua Joyce 
(Stanley Tucci), who has created 
his own Transformer army led by 
the mighty Galvatron (Frank 
Welker). 

Transformers: Age Of Extinction 
opens with Cade and Lucas 
scouring an abandoned cinema for 
scrap metal. 

"Sequels and remakes - bunch of 
crap!" growls the grizzled owner as 
he surveys memorabilia from 
bygone blockbusters that litter the 
tumble-down building. 

Never has a truer word been 
spoken in one of Bay's exercises in 
hyperkinetic style over substance. 

Screenwriter Ehren Kruger 
repeatedly defies logic to contrive 
outlandish scenarios for 
pyrotechnics and carnage, including 
an alien spaceship that sucks up 
metal then drops magnetically 
charged cars and boats on to terra 
firma.

V ery few cars genuinely look as 
if they are about to burst into 
life when quietly parked on 
your driveway — but the Astra GTC 
is one of them. 

The sleek three-door, with its low, 
wide stance and rakish lines, posi¬ 
tively bubbles with nervous energy, 
even a standstill. 

Lined up against dynamically- 
styled rivals such as Volkswagen's 
Scirocco and Renault's Megane 
Coupe, the GTC pitches in with a 
competitive price tag with the range 
starting at about £19,000. 

The third body style to come off 
the so-called Delta platform, follow¬ 
ing the hatchback and sports tourer, 
Vauxhall says the only exterior 
design elements the GTC shares 
with its siblings are door handles 
and the roof aerial. 

Vauxhall's signature 'blade' 
design, a crisp line that sweeps up at 
the front of the door, is now similar 
to the Insignia, but runs the opposite 
way to other Astras. A second line 
strikes through the door handle, 
stretching to the rear, while a third 
line follows the roof's profile, guid¬ 
ing the eye to the spoiler. 

At the front, slim, 'eagle-eye'-style 
headlamps have wing-shaped day¬ 
time running lights and the beefy 
rear gives the car imposing propor¬ 
tions. But the real appeal of the GTC

runs far deeper than its muscular 
looks, with a chassis specially tuned 
to cope with both high power output 
and the challenging and less-than- 
perfect roads that UK drivers have to 
deal with. Engineers figured that a 
car that works well coping with the 
UK's blend of undulations, cambers, 
rough surfaces, blind apexes and 
crests would perform even better in 
other markets. 

Much of the development centred 
on the introduction to the GTC's sus¬ 
pension of Vauxhall's HiPerStrut, 
which is based on the system seen 
on the 325 horsepower Insignia 
VXR. In a nutshell, it helps tame a 
powerful front-wheel-drive car, 
delivering calm, precise steering, 
with improved grip during corner¬ 
ing, especially at higher speeds. 

The test model, with its 195 
horsepower 2.0-litre BiTurbo diesel 
engine, delivers a proper driver-ori¬ 
ented feel, enhanced by sporty inte-

rior styling. Red-and-black leather 
interior, a small, flat-bottomed steer¬ 
ing wheel and a short gearlever add 
to the involvement, while maintain¬ 
ing an excellent level of comfort. 

A host of electronic systems are 
also on hand to help, ranging from 
an anti-lock braking system and cor¬ 
nering brake control, to emergency 
brake assist and an electronic park¬ 
ing braking with hill-start assist. 

Rear parking sensors would be a 
useful addition, especially as rear 
vision is restricted by a letterbox-1 ike 
rear screen.

Breath-test warning for Euro motorists 


ADVANCED driver Peter Rodger 
has issued a series of tips for 
drivers heading for France. 

Mr Rodger, chief examiner of the 
Institute of Advanced 
Motorists, said: "Driving 
abroad can be very different to 
driving at home, but prepara¬ 
tion as always is the key." 

• In France all drivers and motor¬ 
cyclists (excluding mopeds) 
need to carry a breathalyser 
kit, with two disposable 
breathalysers. The breathalyser 
must meet the NF standards 
(similar to the BSI here in the 
UK) and carry an NF certifica¬ 
tion. The French government 


have indefinitely cancelled the 
fine for non compliance but 
you still have to have one. 

> Remember too, that the drink- 

drive limit in France is lower 
than in the UK, 50mg com¬ 
pared to 80mg per 100ml of 
blood 

I On-the-spot fines or 'deposits' in 
France are severe. An official 
receipt should always be 
issued. Vehicles parking con¬ 
trary to regulations may be 
towed away and impounded. 

> Holders of EU driving licences 

exceeding the speed limit by 
more than 40 km/h will have 
their licences confiscated on 


the spot by the police. 

• You are required to carry a warn¬ 

ing triangle, reflective jacket, 
and convert your headlamps 
when driving in France. It is 
recommended that you carry 
spare light bulbs if you can fit 
them easily. 

• Driving on the right-hand side of 

the road on unknown routes 
can be rather challenging. Take 
regular breaks, and always have 
a rest if you're getting sleepy. 

• A child sitting in the front pas¬ 

senger seat must be at least 10 
years old (or a baby up to nine 
months in a rear-facing child 
seat).
